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| O Abram came up out of Egypt, he, his 
2 Wife, and all that he poſſeſſed, in 

Company with Lot, to the South. He now 
encreaſed vaſtly in Stores, in Silver, and 
Gold. He travelled with his Troops from 
the South to Bethel, to where his Tent had 

formerly been, betwixt Bethel and: Haz, 
where alſo he had before made an Altar; 
and there he called upon the Name Jehovah. 
Lot alſo, who travelled with Abram, had 
Sheep, Oxen, and Tents. The Land was not 
ſufficient for them to remain in Company ; 
for their Riches being great, they could 
not ſtay together. There had been alſo a 
Quarrel betwixt the Herdſmen of Abram's 
Cattle, and the Herdſmen of Lot's Cattle, 
and with the Canaanite and Perizite, the 


then Inhabitants of the Land: Upon which 


Abram ſaid to Lot, I beg of you, that there 


be no Quarrel betwixt me and you, or your 


. Herdſmen and my Herdſmen, becauſe we. 


are Brothers. Is not all the Earth before 
you ? Divide it, I entreat you : If you go 
to the left Hand, I go to the right ; or if 
you chooſe the right, I go to the left. So 
Let lifted pp his Eyes, and ſaw that the 
Plain of Jordan was all well watered (be- 
fore Fehovah deſtroyed Sodom and Gomor- 
ra) like the Garden of Jebovab, or like 
FX the

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the Land of Egypt, nigh the Valley of 
car. This whole Plain of Jordan Lot 
choſe for himſelf ; and proceeded to travel 
from the Eaſt : So every Man parted from 
his Brother, Abram ſtay d in the Land of 
Canaan; but Lot dwelt in the Cities of the 
Plain by Sodom, whoſe Inhabitants were 
wicked, and ſinned againſt Fehovah ex- 
ceedingly. But Fehovah ſaid to Abram, 
after that Lot had parted from him, Lift 
up your Eyes, and look from the Place 
where you are, Northward and Southward, 
Eaſtward ine Weſtward ; becauſe I ſet 
apart for you and your Seed after you, for 
an Age, all the Land which you ſee; I 
py your Seed as the Duſt of the Earth; 
o as, that if a Man can number the Duſt 
of the Earth, it may be poflible for him 
to number your Seed alſo. Ariſe, walk 
hither and thither through the Land, by 
the Breadth and Length of it, for I have 
appointed it for you. Then Abram took 

his Tent, and went to dwell in the Plain 
of Mainre by Hebron, and there he built

Kings of Sodom and Gomorrha fled, but in 
their Flight, were killed, and the Reſidue 
ſaved themſelves in the Mountains. Then 
they took all the Riches of Sodom and Go- 


morrha, and all their Food, and walked off. 
They alfo took Lot, Abram's Brother's Son, 


and his Effects, when they went away; for 
he then dwelt in Sodom: But one, who fled, 


came and informed Abram, the Son of 
Hieber, who then dwelt in the Plain of 


Mamrah the Amorite, Brother of Aſbcol, 
and of Aner, his Confederate. And when 


Abram heard that his Brother was made a 


Captive, he armed his trained Men, all 
born in his own Family, being three hun- 
dred and eighteen, and purſued them to 


Dan; where he and his Servants attacked 


them by Night in 3 Bodies, and 


ſmote them, and purſued them as far as 


Hobah, on the Left of Damaſcus. He 


brought again all the Riches, and Lot, and 


his Goods, and the Women, and the People.

Abraham aroſe early to the Place where he 
had ſtood before the Appearance of Feho- 
.vah, He looked towards Sodom and G- 
morrba, and all over the Plain, and faw 
the Smoke aſcend from the Earth, like the 
Smoke of a Furnace. But when the Cities 
of the Plain were deſtroyed, the Gods re- 
membered Abraham, and alſo ſent Lot out 
from the midſt of theſe Ruins, when all 
the Cities, in which Lot had dwelt, were 
deſtroyed.

Both I and 
he dreamed a Dream in one Night ; each 
of us dreamed a Dream of different Inter- 
pretations: And we told. it to a Hebrew 
Servant belonging to the Chief Prieſt, who 
was there with us, and he explained to us 
our Dreams: To each Man he did inter- 
pret according to his Dream: As he inter- 
preted to us, ſo did it happen. He (viz. 
Pharaoh) reftored to me my Office; but 
hanged him. Then Pharaoh ſent, and 
called Joſeph. So they ſpeedily brought 
him out of the Dungeon. He ſhaved 
himſelf, changed his Cloaths, and came 
to Pharadh; who faid to him, I have 
dreamed a Dream, and none can interpret 
it. I have heard it ſaid of you, that you 
underſtand a Dream, fo as to explain it. 
And FJoſeph thus anſwered Pharaoh : May 
the Gods give an Anſwer of Peace to Pha- 
raob.

W H EN. Fab underſtood that * : 
was a Market in Egypt, he ſaid to 
his Sons, Why do ye look one upon ano- 


ther ? 1 have heard that there. is a Market

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in Egypt: Go down thither, and buy for 
us from thence, that we may live, and not 
die. So Joſepb's ten Brethren came down 
to buy Corn from the Egyprians. But Ja- 
cob ſent not Foſeph's own Brother with his 
Brothers; becauſe he ſaid, Leaſt Miſchief 
befal him. Then the Sons of {/rae/ came 
among the reſt who came to Market in 
order to buy, becauſe there was a Famine 
in the Land of Canaan. Now TFoſeph was 
Overſeer of the Land, and he ſold to all 
the People. When his Brothers came, 
and. bowed themfelves before him with 
their Faces towards the Earth, he noticed 
them, and knew them; but he acted as 
if he had been a Stranger eo them, and 
ſpoke rudely to them. He ſaid to them, 
From whence do you come ?

Victuals. Joſepb knew his Brothers, but 
they knew not him.

Then Reuben thus an- 
ſwered; Did not I then ſay to you, Do mo 
Harm to the Child; but you would not re- 
gard me: Therefore now his Blood is 
ſought after: For they knew not that Ja- 
feph underſtood them, becauſe he ſpoke to 
them by an Interpreter.
